Mr. Willard’s Farewell. 

There was quite an enthusiastic farewell given 
to Mr. Willard at the Shaftesbury Theatre on the 
occasion of his last performance there as actor- 
manager. Mr. Willard made a speech, referring 
to his early career and to many other matters— 
some of a humorous kind. He is unquestionably 
a man of mark, and is, I think, destined for yet 
higher things. He began (as men of modest 
character, sensitive disposition, and keen intel- 
lect often do) in a very unpretending way—at the 
Weymouth Theatre, on Boxing Day 1869, appear- 
ing as the second officer in ** The Lady of Lyons," 
and knocked about in the provinces, choosing to 
submit to all the chances and changes of stage life 
ratherthan follow the mercantile career in which 
he started at Brighton. But when he played 
the Spider, in “ Тһе Silver King," he soon 
attracted attention. Actors often like to go back 
to their first steps to see how the public will 
receive them after they have reached distinction 
in other departments of their art. Consequently 
Mr. Willard tried a convict drama 'recently. 
But it would not do. The audience felt that 
it was throwing away his intellectual gifts, 
and craved to see him in finer and nobler 
characters. Hence his success in Judah." He 
will be absent for some time, as, after a visit 
to the provinces, he will sail for America. I 
believe that the highest range of the drama is 
within Mr. Willard's reach, and fully expect him 
to do great things. He is a cultivated man, 
taking great delight in books. Не has all the

The ‘‘ English Illustrated Magazine." 


One is tempted to be not a little jubilant at 

the appearance of the new volume of the English 
Illustrated Magazine (Macmillan), because we have 
heard so much of the superiority of the American 
pictorial publications of late years. . Now, 
‘nglishmen—I beg pardon, Britishers—must 
grow just a little weary of a continued succession 
of articles on American scenery and eccentricities, 
even as the Americans would doubtless grow 
tired of too much that was ‘‘ quite English." 
Anyway, the English Illustrated is an all-round 
publication, full of interesting matter from 
cover to cover. Lord Lytton’s striking story 
“The Ring of Amasis” is side by side with 
one from Mr. William Morris, ‘Тһе Glittering 
Plain." Mr. William Morris and his less im- 
portant namesake, Mr. Lewis Morris, with Mr. 
Altred Austin, are to be found among the poetic 
contributors. Mr. Hamish MacCunn provides 
music in the form of a ‘‘Cycle of Six Love 
Lyrics." Mr. Grant Allen writes some of his 
descriptions of nature’s beauties; and the Rev. 
Harold Rylett reminds us of the grimmer side of 
life with an article on the chain-workers of the 
Black Country. Altogether, alike from the 
standpoint of actuality and art, the English 
Illustrated would be hard to beat. 


The ‘‘ Independent." 


I see no reason why the Congregationalists 
should not have a paper of their own, and am 
thus inclined to welcome the reconstruction of 
the old Nonconformist, which was established by 
thelate Mr. Edward Miall,and long ably con- 
ducted by his brother, Mr. Charles S. Miall. 
Under the new title of the Independent, it has 
just appeared as а penny paper. ‘There are the 
Rock, the Record, the Church Times, the Methodist 
Recorder, aid the Baptist—why should there not 
be an Independent, when the body which it pro- 
fesses to represent is one of the most powerful 
and cultivated of them all? "The reason why 
the success of such a paper is doubtful lies in 
the fact that the denomination has advanced 
beyond its leaders, that it abounds in young 
men who are far more in touch with the 
movements of modern thought and the best 
ideas and literature of the day than the very 
estimable pastors who hold forth Sunday after 
Sunday from the various Congregational pulpits. 
This being the case, eclectic journals like the 
Christian World and the British Weekly—and the 
last is full of good things—are far more adapted 
to represent the religious side of Congrega- 
tionalism than a merely sectional organ. ‘The 
Independent, however, has it always in its power 
to display this eclecticism, and if the editor, Mr. 
Herbert Stead, be anything like his brother 
* W.'T.," he will show a greater capacity for 
adapting himself to the exigencies of the times 
than his first number indicates.

Mr. Swartz, the Undertaker, 
engaged for the burial of Mr. Benwell, related 
an interview that he had with Birchell at Prince- 
ton, in which the latter said that the deceased 
had had bad habits, and that it had cost him 
time and money to get him out of his scrapes. 
He (Birchell) told him that he had left Mr. Ben- 
well at Niagara Falls, and that the latter was 
going to London, adding that he had a letter 
from Mr. Benwell while the latter was in London 
enclosing cheques and keys for his baggage. 
Mr. Gregg, а sexton, on being examined, said 
that Birchell was agitated on seeing the body, 
but that Mr. Pelley, although nervous, showed 
no agitation. 

Mrs. Birchell 
appeared in court on the second day of the trial, 
and spoke several times with her husband, who 
had been coolly taking sketches of the witnesses. 


Dr. Taylor, of Princeton, 


who made the autopsy upon Mr. Benwell’s body, 
was an important witness on the third day of the 
trial. In answer to questions put by Mr. Osler 
he described the course of the two bullets in the 
head. One entered near the base of the brain, 
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travelling upwards and forward to the inner sur- 
face of the skull. Near the central portion of 
the top of the head it had glanced forward. The 
other bullet entered near the same place. Its 
course was above the left ear, where it came out. 
Either wound would have proved fatal. ‘“‘ What |

beside their machines. The opening night is 
down for Oct. 16, when the cycling papers say 
there is to be a smoking concert open to all 
members. The night before directors and mem- 
bers of the committee are to have a dinner. 
Bicycling News seems proud to think that no less 
than fifty clergymen and twenty barristers have 
already joined. But really there is every reason 
why the club-house should be a success: it has 
long been needed. 


It seems late in the day to write about the 
September C. T. C. Gazette, but I was not in 
town when it first came out, and it was only the 
other day I had time to look through it. Iam 
amused to find that the editoris very indignant 
because I failed to notice in this column an 
article of his on cyclo-photography, which had 
appeared in the August number. І know that 
most authors like to have their work noticed, 
but few are so naively honest in admitting their 
disappointment when it has been passed over in 
silence. That my neglect has been the cause of 
the editor'sloss of temper is but a proof of the 
importance he very sensibly attaches to the 
opinions of the Penny Illustrated; while his 
tirade about ‘‘incompetence, envy, hatred, 
malice, and uncharitableness,’’ if not intelligible, 
is at least funny. 


I am greatly struck with the rapidity with 
which the Pneumatic has increased in popularity 
during my comparatively short holiday. I have 
come back to town to find everybody riding it, 
everybody talking about it, the cycling press 
devoting columns to it, the manufacturers giving 
it their leading advertisements. There is no 
longer the slightest doubt as to its success, and 
this success has forced inventors and makers to 
give all their attention to perfecting it. For it 
still has its weak points. On certain surfaces, 
such as wet asphalt, for example, it will slip. 
But an anti-slipping contrivance has already 
been invented ; bands of leather tied around the 
tyre will produce the desired result. Much, how- 
ever, has yet to be done in strengthening the 
inner canvas tube, and in devising some means 
to counteract the liability of the outer leather to 
cut. Inventors now have the winter before them, 
and the chances are that before the season of 1891 
the Pneumatic will have reached a far higher 
stage of perfection. 
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At occasional intervals the water-cycle makes 
itself heard. Within the last week or two, 
despite the excitement about records and cushion 
tyres, it has succeeded in calling attention to 
itself. According to the Pall Mall cycling 
correspondent, the large boat-building firms 
have threatened to boycott the working master 
engaged in constructing a water-cycle. This is 
scarcely credible, for, with Wheeling, I think it a 
machine not very likely to be ever perfected for 
use. The last I saw, however, was decidedly the 
best of the species I have yet come across. I saw 
it last month in French waters. It was cance- 
shaped, and was fitted in the centre on either 
side with paddle-wheels, which just touched 
the water as they turned. The rider sat 
low down between the paddles, and kicked 
out with his feet. The work seemed саху, 
and the cycle looked light. The first time 1 
watched it, it went at tremendous speed, but the 
rider had hoisted a little sail and a good wind 
was blowing. A few days afterwards, when 
there was no wind and no sail, his pace was 
much more moderate, nor was he able to keep it 
up for any great distance. My objection to the 
water-cycle hitherto has been that it is too hard 
work: itis probably the general objection, for 
the machine has never yet become popular. 


Most of the coming events in the cycling world 
are of a social nature. The last big athletic 
meeting of the London'season was held last 
Saturday at the Paddington Grounds. But to- 
day (Saturday) the Scottish Cyclists’ Union have 
a Race Meeting at the Edinburgh International 
Exhibition, and it is announced that next 
Saturday, the 11th, will be Cyclists’ Day at the 
Royal Military Exhibition at Chelsea. The chief 
contests will be a cyclists’ drill competition and 
a гасе for buglers. The entries close to-day, so 
there is no time to be lost by those who wish to 
compete for some very attractive prizes.

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REMINISCENCES OF DION 
BOUCICAULT. 
BY HOWARD PAUL. 


Tuedaily journals having abundantly enlightened 


the public in regard to the birthplace, education, | 
dramatic works, and career, covering a period of | 


half a century, of Dion Boucicault, there are 
several incidents concerning the deceased dramat- 


ist of which the paragraphers and fewilletonists | 


have not written. 

Several yéars before Mr. Boucicault appeared 
at the Princess’s Theatre in his strange mys- 
terious play - 
** The Vampyre,” 
in which, on the top of a snow-crowned mountain, 


he bared his weird, dome-like brow to the moon- 
beams (he pronounced it, I remember, “ moon- 
hames’’), he traversed the provinces as an actor 


under the 
Name of Lee Morton, 


and among other róles played Jack Sheppard 
with considerable success in the Yorkshire circuit. 
He also, as a mere stripling when still in his 
teens, embarked in management at Cheltenham, 
and it was while residing in this fashionable 
town that he sketched the scenario and outlined 
most of the characters of 


** London Assurance." 
Sir Harcourt Courtley and Lady Gay 
Spanker were taken from life. 

Apropos of this farcical comedy, which 
first brought the future fertile dramatist 
iuto prominent notice in London, only 
one representative of the original cast still 
survives— 

Mr. James Anderson, 
who is approaching eighty years of age, 
апа who is still to be seen at occasional 
premières, and now and again at the 
Garrick Club. He was the original Charles 
Courtley. 

When “ London Assurance"! was pro- 
duced in the United States, it was an- 
nounced as the joint work of Dion 
Boucicault and John Brougham. Тһе 
latter comedian was a member of the 
company of Covent-Garden when the 
comedy was brought out, and was known 
as an excellent impersonator .of Irish 
characters. I asked Boucicault how it 
was that 
Brougham’s Name was Associated 

with the Play. 


He told me that, after he had written it, 
he lodged in Brougham’s house, and that 
they were on terms of close intimacy. 
He naturally read the piece to his friend, 
and Brougham, having had experience 
both as an actor and as a dramatist, 
suggested sundry alterations, which the 
young dramatist gladly adopted. The 
character of Dazzle, one of the most 
telling parts in the comedy, was origin- 
ally an Irish. adventurer, one O'Dazzle, 
which Brougham hoped to play himself, 
but. when Madame Vestris accepted the 
piece and cast 
Charles Mathews in the role of 
Dazzle, 

she struck out the O', and the part has 
ever since been played without a brogue. 
Before the comedy was finally accepted 
at Covent-Garden it had been refused by 
two other London managers, one of 
whom denounced it as a ‘‘ long-winded 
farce with an absurdly improbable plot." 
It was through Brougham’s good offices 
that the work was brought to the notice 
of Madame Vestris. She knew nothing 
of Boucicault. who, it will be remem- 
bered, was only twenty-two years of age 
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when the play was produced. Boucicault told 
me that.Charles Mathews, Vestris, and George 
Bartley, the stage-manager of the theatre, made 
several 

Alterations in the Text 
of the play during the rehearsals. Mathews 
supplied several of the most caustic lines that 
told with the public, which afterwards appeared 
in the printed version. Boucicault assured me 
that he handed over to Brougham a portion of 
the sum he received for his work, and he naively 
added that he promptly spent the remainder of 
the money by setting up 

A Cabriolet and Tiger, 
and swelling it about town in grand style. 
During the run of the play he was a literary 
lion in a small way, and, among other affecta- 
tions, he actually started a visiting 
card with 

Comte Dion de Bourcicault 


neatly engraved thereon. He soon 
dropped this assumption of title, and 
on future cards struck the “т” out 
of his name. The young dramatist 
was a casual acquaintance and 
fervent admirer of 


Count D’Orsay, 


who was in vogue at the time in 
English society, and probably this 
circumstance influenced Boucicault 
in unwisely adding a foreign handle 
to his name. He certainly on several 
occasions obtained access to the circle 
that met at the Countess of Bless- 
ington’s, where 


He Met Disraeli, 


Lytton Bulwer, Mrs. Gore, and, on 
one occasion, Prince Louis Napoleon, 
afterwards Emperor of France. The 
latter when in power bestowed on 
Count D’Orsay, who was greatly in 
debt in England, an appointment as 
Director of the Beaux-Arts. 


Apropos of Bartley, 


mentioned in connection with 
Covent-Garden, Boucicault assured 
me that he was an exceedingly 
clever all-round man in the theatre, 
and had favoured him as a young 
dramatist with some notable advice. 
‘The English public," protested 
Bartley, ‘‘ are not as quick and re- 
ceptive as French or Italian audi- 
ences. You must first tell them 
what they are to see, then let them 
see it; then tell them what they have 
seen, and by that time you have 
landed the idea well into their heads." This 
was half a century ago, be it understood, but 
The Budding Playwright 

said he kept Bartley’s advice well in view, 
especially in the treatment of melodramas. 
English audiences in these telegraphic times, 
when most people’s wits are sharpened by foreign 
travel, are quicker and more responsive. Fifty 
years ago it was not well to leave too much to 
the popular imagination. 

I saw a great deal of Boucicault from 1860 to 
1880, and it was in those twenty years that he 
did his best work. He was

Amazingly Alert and Industrious, 
and he used to say that all those who pass 
through the door that leads to success will find it 
labelled Pusu ! He never lost sight of this theory, 
and in order to attract the attention of the public 
he would write smart attacks on himself, to which 
of course he would cleverly reply in а caustic, 
witty manner. Не held the opinion that a 
piquant attack was read with more relish than 
mere fulsome or conventional praise. It was he, 
by the way, who wrote the phrase 


* Shakspeare Spells Ruin, and Byron 
Bankruptcy," 


that has been usually attributed to Chatterton, 
who was the lessee of Drury-Lane when 
* Formosa” was played. The phrase appeared 
in a letter published in the journals defending 
the production of this play in question. It was 
signed by  Chatterton, but was written by 
Boucicault. 


Away from his pens, ink, and paper Boucicault 


was an

These machines throughout are made 
of small size weldless steel tubing, placed in 
such a position as to take the strain in every 
possible manner. 'ТПе front forks and handle- 
bars consist of two parallel tubes Ẹ in. diameter 
by 16 gauge tied together in the centre. The 
lower portion of these tubes spread out makes the 
fork to carry the front wheel; the tops, bent and 
curved, form the handle bars.

'The frame is 
built of 5-8 in. steel tubing, i. shape somewhat 
& double diamond, strutted across the centre 
and sideways. The three mechanical principles, 
the arch, strut, and tie, are brought into play, 
and the frame might be taken for a model of a 
span of the Forth Bridge. To the space between 
fhe wheels is fitted
